I seeking the “cradle of civilization” 
on the fringe of the Sahara desert. 
The expedition in New Mexico is 
uncovering a civilization that may 
carry North American history back 
at least to 1500 B C , and ante- 
! dates the Aztecs. Another group is 
studying the last remains of the 
Mandan Indian tribes in North Da­ 
kota. 
Founds Museum 
All three expeditions hail from Be- 
: loit college, Beloit, Wisconsin, where 
[ Mr. Logan founded a museum and 
a chair of anthropology. 
This trader-scientist came to Chi­ 
cago from his birthplace in New 
York state In 1870 when 19. 
In 1877 Im founded the grain 
brokerage firm of F G. Logan and 
company and became one of the 
pioneers of the greatest grain ex­ 
change in the world, the Chicago 
Board of Trade. 
By 1901 he had made a fortune, so 
he founded Logan and Bryan, a fi­ 
nancial house, and then retired at 
the age of 50 to entertain himself 
with science, especially anthropol­ 
ogy.

Indiana leader Needs

Washington—Sen. 
Jim 
Watson 
spoke sm long and so hard In In­ 
diana the other day, In his opening 
speech of the 
congressional cam­ 
paign. that he had to pause in the 
middle of his address and rest. 
To one who has sat in the press 
gallery of the senate day atter day 
and watched the oratorical efforts 
of this big Hoosier, it seems little 
.short, of a miracle that such a thing 
has not happened before. 
For when Jim Watson speaks, to 
lapse 
into 
the 
vernacular. 
HE 
SPEAKS There is probably no man 
in the senate who works himself into 
such a frenzy as he does when he is 
on his feet. 
He thunders, he grinds his voice 
into almost inaudibility; he pounds 
his desk with bruising 
force, 
and 
slaps his right leg with thwacks that 
literally echo through the chamber. 
There is hardly any part of Jim 
Watson not in play when he is on 
his feet and warmed up to his sub­ 
ject. 
Indiana Incident 
Take that incident in Indiana, for 
example. There were some 20.000 
people gathered to hear him. The 
assembly was in the open air, and he 
had not been informed th at ampli­ 
fiers were there to carry his voice. 
In true Watsonian style he set 
out to make every one of those 20,- 
000 people hear him. 
And he was 
succeeding—without the amplifiers. 
He simply shouted 
and 
pounded 
until he had completely exhausted 
himself. 
And it was not until he 
was forced to sit down in the midst 
of his speech that he was aware of 
the presence of the loud speakers. 
I watched him on the floor of the 
.senate the day the final vote was 
taken on the tariff bill. 
As leader 
of the administration forces it fell 
to his lot to make the 
final plea 
that the bill be passed. Seldom has 
there been seen such expenditure 
of energy as he used on that occa­ 
sion. 
Swabbing his brow with a 
handkerchief, his face alternately 
red and a ghostly white, his voice 
thundering, his clenched fist beat­ 
ing a tattoo on at least three desks 
besides his own. he strode up and 
down. 
He spoke for more than an 
hour and then sat down utterly 
exhausted. 
Polite 
The man at times appears to be 
nothing 
but a bunch of nerves 
When his friends across the aisle 
(democrats are never anything to 
the senator 
but 
“friends”) 
start 
chiding him and republican poli­ 
cies, it is interesting to watch his 
reactions. 
He aits far down in his seat, eyes 
fixed on some imaginary spot be­ 
fore him 
His hands rest on the 
arms of his chair, his fingers start j 
drumming ceaselessly during the at- I 
tack. 
This drumming of Angers is j 
the only outward sign of his per- I 
t unhat ion—but it is sufficient. 
If he arises to reply it is with a 
graciousness and charm of manner I 
that delights, for it Is almost 
an I 
axiom that Jim Watson never loses • 
his temper in rough and tumble de­ 
bate. He loves it too much. 
Quick at repartee, he 
can hold 
his own with any of them. He is a1- j 
ways ‘glad", even ‘‘delighted to yield 
to my distinguished 
friend 
from 
Mississippi.” 
Senator Jim loves the beautiful 
gesture even lf he is “boiling.” 


Test Chromium Plate 
For Effect Of Air 


Philadelphia (AP)—The American 
Society for Testing Materials an ­ 
nounces a two-year test of chro­ 
mium plate resistance to the air in 
manufacturing communities as com­ 
pared with places like Sandy Hook 
and Key West. 
About 500 specimens of chromium 
will be exposed altogether. 
They 
are prepared by the U. S. Bureau of 
Standards. 
Tests on some other 
metals have shown that the .sulphur 
from chimneys of industrial plants 
makes the air more corrosive than 
that of non industrial centers.

In reporting what transpires in A 
race for the America’s cup. the ex­ 
perts on baseball, golf polo, tennis 
and boxing go out to sea. 
Most of 
them, if the truth must be revealed, 
are still at sea upon return. 
Ac­ 
customed to action on which they 
can base conclusions or opinions, 
they are baffled by monotony. They 
have seen two sailboats and what 
of it? 
Of course, there are exceptions 
and I do not mean to indicate that 
no experting can be produced out 
of this billion-dollar pageantry of 
the deep blue seas.

is 
for 
example, 
gray- 
thatched William Ulysses Swan, of 
Boston, who has covered champion- j 
ship golf, tennis and football, but 
turned in later years almost exclu- j 
sively to his real love, yachting 
William Ulysses covered the races 
as far back as 1885 and he talked 
to me glibly of double-luffed spin­ 
nakers, jibbing and hitching.
